-New York, May 14—Special—Communication by cable 


with the Barbedoes, Granada, Trinidad and British Guiana 
has been interrupted 


Havoc at Cieniuegos. 


Key West, May 14—Special—Off the town of Cienfue- 


gos the cruisers Marblehead, Nashville and Windom fought 
a desperate battle Wednesday against fearful odds, but they 
came off victorious, and now the southern Cuban seaport is 
writhing in.ruin, and the dead and dying fill the streets. The 
cruisers' mission off Cienfuegos was to cut the cable. 
They 


drew in close to shore and were fired upon. The Windom 
replied, and aiter five minutes' firing the fortifications were u 
mass of ruins. 
In the meantime the Nashville and Marble- 


head had launched boats and the cable was eut. 
Before the 


small boats wert able to return to the cruisers however, the 
masked batteries opened fire. The boats were saddled and 
the occupants were soon struggling in the water. 
Other 


boats were sent to the rescue, and then a terrible vengence 
was meted out to the Spaniards. The Nashville and Marble- 
head belched forth a rain of shot and shell. Every shot went 
true, and earthworks, guns and Spaniards were seen flying 
convulsively in the air as each shell burst. After the battle 
was over it was found that two Americans, names unknown 
were killed, and Capt. Maynard arid Lieut. Winslow, of the 
Nashville, slightly wounded. Six gunners were also hurt 
but not fatally. 
The Spanish loss is four hundred. The 


dead and wounded Americans were brought into this port 
this mornitg. 
' 


Private Egan, of .the Nashville, was one of the slain. 


Of the wounded men, a gunner named Hendrickson is shot 
through the liver and cannot live. 
Gunner Boltz has three 


bullets through his chest and one through his head. 
He will 


also die. 
The Nashville and Marblehead will take Cienfue- 


gos if they have not already done.so.

Washington, May 14—Special—Naval officials here ex- 


press ^the opinion that the decisive naval battle of the war 
with Spain will be fought within a few hours if it has not al- 
ready begun. 
Admiral Sampson has intelligence of the 


whereabouts of the Spanish armada, and he left San Juan to 
give it battle. 
It is expected that the flying squadron, which 


left Hampton Roads yesterday morning, will have joined 
bampson s fleet before daybreak tomorrow. 
The combined 


squadron will> vastly superior to the Spanish force both in 
the number and quality of the ships and in the matter of 
armament. 
The fight, it is expected, will take place in the 


channel between Hayti and the eastern projection of Cuba 
whither the Spanish fieet headed after leaving Martinique ' 


Although little 5nformat:on regarding the movements of 


bpain s flotilla has reached here it is believed that Sampson 
has kept himself advised of its whereabouts by means of his 
scout boats. 
He has two of them-the pwiftest in the navy 


One of them, the Hartford, was in the port of Martinique 
when the Spaniards sailed, and at once communicated with 
Sampson. The Yale is also said to be watching the enemy 
and as she can outspeed anything afloat no fears of a surl 
prise are entertained.

'Chapman-was adjutant general at the 


BATCH years under Governor Rusk, and 
Is called the-"Father of the National 
Guard ot •Wisconsin." He It was who 
bought 440 acres at Camp Douglaa In 
law confident that the state would 
take' it off bis hands. He was derided. 
People said It was too remote for en- 
campment purposes; that It was a wild- 
erness.. But the outcome proved his 
wisdom. General King said of Chap- 
man that he put the guard on a busi- 
ness basis; that he "weaned the boys 
from first loves—the tailed coat and 
plumed shakos—and taught them to be 
men in the rcculor dress service." 


•Chapman wan adjutant genral at the 
time, of tho -Milwaukee riots. They oc- 
curred In May. li£C, at the time of the 
Haymarkct massacre In Chicago, and 
the'object sought was an eight-hour 
day. 


Etalitlttng (in<l nrnlllmu. 


/Robert Schilling was active as an or- 
ganizer of labor, and , Paul Grottkau 
was also prominent. The conditions 
grew worse until there were 16,000 Idle 
men In the streets. Finally, Governor 
Rusk moved the troops, and a volley 
of blank bullet? were fired. On the fatal 
Wedncrday. Rusk having given orders 
to fire to kir If the mob persisted, there 
was a volley In earnest, which resulted 
In eight fatalities. One of the victims 
was an old man feeding chickens and 
another was a schoolboy. But It put a 
stop to rioting. It Is- to the credit ot 
Schilling .that he did what he could to 
dissuade the men from lawlessness. 


In 1881 Governor Rusk called 
out 


some troops to quell the bloodless 
"sawdust war" at Eau Claire. In 1889 
Governor Rusk sent some troops to 
what was supposed to be a riot In West 
Superior.' It was then that Rusk made 
hid famous comment, "These men need 
bread, not bullets." And It was when 
commended for his vigorous action at 
Milwaukee that he said. "I simply Been 
my duty and done It." 


Company G of Madison went to Clin- 


ton Junction to protect a prisoner from 
a mob some years ago, and- General 
Atter was sent to Spooner to Investigate 
troubles, some troops being ordered un- 
der arms at their own stations, but 
they were not needed. 
During the Milwaukee fire of 1892 the 
Fourth battalion rendered service, and 
Robert Winters was officially praised 
for.rescuing a mother anil children from 
a burning, house. 
/The battery of light artillery has a 
maximum fixed of eighty-five men and 
a gatltng gun. The Troop A has a max- 
imum of seventy-five men, and when 
mounted present an Imposing specta- 
cle.

Harvey was Con- 
necticut born, and studied at the West- 
ern Reserve college. In 1841 he opened 
an academy at Kenosha; was also an 
editor and postmaster. 
He lived In 


Clinton and later at Shoplere, from 
which place he waa elected a state sen- 
ator, then secretary of state and gov- 
ernor. He went to the relief of Wis- 
consin troops after the battle of Pitts- 
burg landing, and while returning home 
be made a misstep as he was boarding 
a steamer at Savannah on the Tennes- 
see river. The body was recovered and 
burled In Madison.
